'must have felt that the most vital problem affecting our people today 

relates to the children. 1 believe that the purchase of a public playground 

■ and recreation centre for the benefit of the children of the community 

a. is of the highest importance. There is no problem comparable to that 

.of developing sturv American manhood and womanhood. A playground 

: and recreation centre contributes directly to such a desirable result. 

As to the second question, namch. the ability of the voters and tax- 
payers to provide the outlay necessary to purchase a playground, it 
>,seems to me that the rapid development of Narberth and the enhance- 
nent of its real estate values furnishes a prompt answer to this question. 
I believe that we can meet the increased cost incident to the carrying of 
-1 the playground without burdening any one. Distributed among our tax- 
• 'payers, it seems to me that the cost would he exceedingly small, having 
v- in mind the desirable results to be secured. 

If I felt that the playground would be a burden upon Borough Coun- 
cil, the School Board and the taxpayers, 1 would be the last one to 
' advocate its purchase, for 1 have a rather intimate knowledge of the 
V financial problems that confront those who are handling the administra- 
tion of Borough affairs.

1 am. there- 
fore, in favor of the proposal because I believe it would be of the greatest

DRIVE UNDER WAY FOR FUNDS 

FOR A WELFARE WORK IN 

PHILADELPHIA AND 

VICINITY 

I'.illy I'clin has ut last appeared in 
public on the stage, according to the 
promise made by the Welfare Federa- 
tion of Philadelphia some weeks ago. 
The movie film, "One Call, One Heart, 
One Answer,'' designed to tell Un- 
people of Philadelphia and vicinity in 

vivid, dramatic fashon, how tl m 

hundred and twenty welfare agencies 
united in the Federation help the sick. 
the poor, the neglected, the helpless 
and homeless, day in and day out, the 
year round, and what this great service 
of mercy and const ructive philanthro 
pliy means to the 2.1100,111111 people of 
the (ireater Philadelphia, is being shown 
this week in a dozen theatres scattered 
throughout the city and suburbs. From 
now until the close of the en m.pa i g n on 
November IS, it will be on the screen, 
until every part of the city has had 
an opportunity to see it. 

The picture is said by those who lime 
seen it to lie a real "Thriller."' Billy 
Penn, after his years of silent vigil on 
City Mall tower, steps down from his 
high pcilcslal and travels, aniiazeil and 
delighted, about the great modern city 
that has risen out of the Ullage he 
founded. lie witnesses one of the 

countless street accidents that grow- 
out of the city's growing congestion. 
He sees tile constant need for help that 
arises in the lives of the city's millions. 
In sorrow and pity he then inquires 
what is being done about it in his 
"City of Brotherly Love," and is taken 
througih the hospitals, watches the visit- 
ing nurses and the friendly visitors of 
the charitable societies go into the 
honies of the needy, visits the homes 
and institutions for the aged and help- 
less. At last, he turns back to his 
tower, but pleads with his people to 
sustain these mighty ugencicN for 
humanitarian service. 

The list of agencies that comprise the 
Federation hns lately grown so fast 
that it has now reached 120, or a vast 
majority of the lion-sectarian agencies 
of the city. Their combined budgets, 
for which the Federation will make its 
appeal during the week from November 
14 to 18, amounts to more tilt ti n $4,000,- 
000. The Federation points out that 
this whole sum is scarcely one-fortieth 
of what the city nnd suburb spends in 
a single year for luxuries and personal 
pleasures, like tobacco, candy and 
theatres, yet it will sustain the agencies 
in the Federation for a full fifteen 
months. 

Federation activities in the outlying 
communities are under the general di- 
rection of Mrs. ,T. E. •Caldiwoll, of Bryn 
Mawr. Special efforts will be made to 
give every resident of the suburbs, 
whose livea are so closely bound with 
Philadelphia's by social and business 
ties, an opportunity to help in the work. 
Volunteers for this big piece of work 
are now 'being enrolled, posters and 
literature are being distributed, and
